ury <iM- to cut off the radiation 
until the patient is ready for treat¬ 
ment. After the patient is placed* 
ir. position, the mercury is forced 
out of ths port by compressed air, 
allowing the rays from the cobalt 
to reach the patient.

animals on which he can feed. 


Our lives depend on the lives of the plants and 
animals on which we. live. Their lives, in turn, depend 
on the lives of infinite numbers of living things whose 
activities created the soil in which things grow, and 
still keep it in condition for the growing of plants. 

This process went on for millions of years before 
there was enough soil on the earth to support man. He 
was a late arrival at the feast; and when he arrived he 
took possession and declared himself the Lord of Crea 
tion. He reaped the fruits of the labors of all the plants 
and animals that had gone before him, and he did it 
without regard for the effect his activilies might have 
on them. 

Now he is beginning to learn that his dominion 
over earth and all its creatures is in a fair way to ren 
der the whole earth uninhabitable, for he is destroying 
the, soil on which all life depends. He takes everything 
from it and puts nothing back. He removes the protec¬ 
tive covering from the land and leaves it exposed to 
the winds. He drains off the water as fast as it falls 
and allows it to carry the soil with it. He lowers the 
water table and leaves the soil too dry for the proper 
functioning of the living organisms that build it and 
condition it for the production of plant life. 

What can man do to check the process of soil de¬ 
pletion, and to put agriculture on an enduring basis— 
a basis on which he can help to take care of all the liv¬ 
ing things that take care of him! 

He can grow crops that are helpful to the land. 
He "can restore vegetable fibre and manure to it. He 
can cultivate it in such a way as to absorb moisture 
and store it, rather than let it all rush away as it falls. 
He can create in the soil, conditions favorable to the 
development of those living things that build soil and 
keep it in condition for plant life. 

This is farming for the future. It may not be as 
profitable at the moment as exploiting the land. It will 
require more work and expenses: but it is the only 
way in which the human race can help to continue on 
the earth. The farmers must do it and the race will 
have to make it worth their while to do it. 

Rural Economy, an English farm paper of some 
standing, says that the first essential of a sound agri¬ 
cultural economy is a change in relative prices, and 
wages that will give the primary producers a consider¬ 
able larger share of the national income. If the land is 
to be maintained, enough of what is produced must be 
left with the farmers to enable them to maintain it.

The Golden Jubilee Committee of the Government of the Province of Alberta has announced the 
publication in 1955 of a volume to contain the best original work of Alberta authors—fiction, poet- 
ry, drama, articles and radio scripts; and has appointed an Editorial Board to make the necessar- 
ry selection. Hcreinunder are the rules and regulations to govern the submission of manuscripts.

ELIGIBILITY AND RULES 


1. Any resident of Alberta is eligible to submit manuscripts. 

2. Manuscripts must be original and previously unpublished, typewritten and double-spaced. 
The editors, however, reserve the right to modify this regulation if necessary. 

3. A pen name may be used for publication. 

4. Authors desiring the return of unacceptable manuscripts please enclose a self-addressed 
envelope to facilitate their return. 


5. Manuscripts required consist of articles relating to Alberta, historical or general, up to a 


length not to exceed 2,500 words; fiction or any theme, locale or period, up to a length not exceed¬ 
ing 5,000 words (a shorter length Is preferred) poetry not to exceed 42 lines. Radio and dramatic 
scripts will also be considered. Since the Editorial Board reserves the right to assign feature art¬ 
icles, authors with articles in mind should first write to the Secretary outlining their ideas or idea. 
Assignment, however, does not necessarily mean acceptance. 

6. Under a standard contract agreement with the publisher, McClelland and Stewart, royal¬ 
ties deriving from the sale of the book will be paid to the Edmonton Branch, Canadian Authors’ 
Association. After deducting necessary expenses, the Edmonton Branch, Canadian Authors’ As¬ 
sociation will pay such monies to the authors published in the book on a pro-rata basis. 

7. All rights (inclusive of second rights, reprint, periodicals, TV, and motion picture) are to 
be held by the publisher. 

8. The Editorial Board will evaluate all scripts, reserving the right to alter, rewrite, con¬ 
dense, and combine manuscripts. Final selection of manuscripts, however, will be made by the edit¬ 
ors of McClelland and Stewart. 

9. The submission of any manuscript signifies an acceptance of all the rules, regulations, and 
conditions as above stated. 

10. DEADLINE — All manuscripts must be in the hands of the Secretary by June 30th,
